As will be seen the Court's'actions 


are not spasmodic, but rather it imi- 
tates that of the good parent; corrects 
the child; reasons -with the child, and 
finally, as' a wise parent will do, when 
necessary, but intelligently punishes 
tae chiid by placing him in the John 
"worthy School where he will be com- 
pelled to study, compelled to work and 
compelled to behave. 


This John Worthy School is a place 


provided by the city for the detention 
of ijoys. The Board

maintains the public school therein 
and has added the. rate a Maoaa! 
Training Department. The boy, when 
sent to this school r> .Mains there until 
ihis conduct is suctt as to justify his

tions to it that the natural parent us-j 
ually does. And- 
certainly 
if 
the 


state, occupying the place of the par- 
ent, can detain the child, and destrarn 
it from its bad habits without accus- 
ing and trying him for a crime, no one 
-K-i'l question the proceedings. Oa the 
other faar.g, all must admit that it is 
certainly a senseless, vicious and de- 
moralising practice to first make a 
child a criminal before storting to re- 
form nira. 


The court, having ascertained the 


facts, finds out if possible the 
in- 


fluences 'that led the 
child 
astray. 


Perhaps the child is not to belaem. He 
may be mistreated, abused or neglect- 
ed in his own home. These condi- 
tions the Court may be able to change. 
H compels the child to attend school, 
or if old enough to worlc. iBsy find em- 
ployment tor him. The discipline and 
correction is such as the clliid under- 
stands ami suitable to the particular 
case. It Is -neither Strri: nor revenge- 
fin. 
If the child will behave, he may 


live at home and at his liberty, but if 
•not. he is takes from home and placed 
in some school, not as punishment, or 
for H definite time, nor to be kept in 
idleness, but to be instructed and un- 
JJ! better habits arc- formed, if that is 
possible, ^frnich it is in most cases. 


The child is triven to understand 


that he must obey. If not at home 
then in some other place. On the 
other hand, the parents are given to 
understand that the child must, be well 
treated, that he must not be neglected 
that he • must ndt be abused, that lie 
must be supplied with the ordinary 
wants of life, such as are suitable to 
iiis station in "life. The Court does not 
pretend however, to assume the gover- 
nment of the home, only in so far as 
"teht the parent must ao his or her 
duty as a. goau citizen, and the child 
must obey the parents. 


Under Section 6 cf the Juvenile i 


Court Law the Court is given "author- 
ity to appoint or designate one or more 
discreet persons of good character to 
serve as prebaHes. ^officers idurmg the 
pieasure of the Court: said probation 
.•officers to receive no compensation 
from the public treasury. In case a 
probation officer shall ba appointed by 
the Court, It shall be the duty of the 
Clerk Of the Court, if practicable, to 
notify the said probation officer in ad- 
vance when any

tion officer to make investigation as 
may be required by the'Court; to be.

thority of our jailer, Mr. Witrun, for 
the statement tbat there were conduc- 
ted to the county jail, each, year, an 
average of 57:> boys 
under sixteen 


years of age. who were arrested on 
criminal charges, tried as criminals, 
ana if convicted, sentenced to serve 
time in pen'a! institutions, under the 
same law as governed the case of 
adults. Mr. Whitman, says that since 
the Juvenile Court has been in oper- 
ation, not Over twenty boys under the 
age of sixteen years have been sent 
to jail, and these were boys who had. 
early in Hfe, started on a career of 
crime. Some of these latter number 
were indicted, tried and sentenced to 
toe Illinois State 
Reformatory 
at 


Pontine. Substantially now there is 
no one, nor has there been since the 
Juvenile Court laws went inte effect, 
imder the age of sixteen'years, com- 
mitted to our jail. 


Statistics further show that 95 per- 


cent of the boys that previously were 
confined in Prison cells, jails, police 
stations, were lost Statistics from 
the John Vvorithy School for the first, 
year, show tbat SS per cent of the boys 
did not return to the Court after be- 
ing released from the John Worthy 
School, and ]Sper cent of the boys 
that had been paroled were not in 
Co:irt again for the second time. 


Secti IP 11 of JIP law prc-ides that 


no child undor twelve years of age 
shall .be committed to a jail or a police 
station, and that when any child shell 
be sentenced to confinement in any in- 
stitution to which adult convicts are 
sentenced, it shall be unlawful to con- 
fine snch child in the same building 
with such adult convicts, or to brine

What a vast and un 
Inviting field of labor is here present 
ed. What wonder then that the law 
is no^ being enforced. In many lo- 
calities trustees and directors wouli 
have no time for anything else. Even 
if desirable, its enforcement does no 
seem, practicable and why not repea 
it? Amend or modify it, at least, so 
far as it relates to infirmary directors 
1£ township trustees must be assistec 
in carrying out the .law, why not let 
the trustees of the children's home 
take the place of the infirmary direc- 
tors? Infirmary directors have 
no 


happiness, so that place them, where 
you will in the world, they may be able 
to master the circumstances and deal 
with th-e stern realities of lite. This 
comprehends support ana education, 
physically, 
mentally 
and 
morally. 


The parent who neglects his duty to 
his children is sowing for 
himself, 


and for them, the seeds of 
future 


suffering and misery. Without disci- 
pline no valuable habit can be formed 
and no life can be made happy here or 
hereafter. 
Our official responsibility, 


under the laws which provide for the 
protection of children from brutal and 
inhuman parents, is limited to Section 
945 which provides that "Children who 
are. 
under the 
custody of parent, 


guardian or next friend, -and who, by 
reason of neglect, abuse, 
or 
from 


moral depravity, habitual 
drunken- 


ness, incapacity or unwillingness of 
such legal 
custodians 
to 
exercise 


proper care or discipline over them, 
are being brought up to lead 
idle, 


vagrant, or criminal lives, shall be 
committed to the guardianship of the 
trustees of a county or district chil- 
dren's home, if the trustees of 
the 


township in which they have a legal 
settlement, or the infirmary directors 
of the county after a careful a^tl im- 
partial investigation of the condition 
and facts, as they exist, deem it mani- 
festly requisite for the future welfare 
of such children, and for the benefit 
and protection of society." This law 
makes it the duty, of township trustees 
and infirmary directors 
such, children to the- guardianship of 
the trustees of a county or district 
children's home. To commit them to 
their guardianship, then, it 
necessary to place them in the chil- 
dren's home, liut if there 
be 
no 


children's home in the county or dis- 
trict, the law becomes inoperative 
and the officials therein have no duty 


isi-ciis of the Jaw provide 


for supervision of societies interested 
on chHd-savi&g work, for incorporation 
societies engaged la the work. 


And tor religious preferences the 


law requires the Court committing 
children to place them as nearly as 
practicable in the care and custody 
of indivldnals holding the care reli-

is controIleS by persons of a. like re- 
ligious faith of the parents of said 
child, and finally, powers is given to 
the Court to compel parents, when able 
to do so. to support their children, by 
order of the Court no matter where 
they may be placed, either in s. public 
or private institution, or with a partv 
ate individual.

of society, and to their welfare and destitute, children, and why give them 


jurisdiction over children that 
are 


neither homeless nor destitute? In- 
firmary directors are not legally au 
thorized to provide for children of any 
class, except idiotic 
and 
imbecile 


children. They may, however, 
pro- 


vide temporarily for children who are 
afflicted with a contagious disease, 
provided they are at the same time 
applicants for admision to a children's 
home, biit under no other conditions 
can infirmary officials give relief to 
children of sound mind. 


"For 
incorrigibllity children's re- 


formatories arc provided by the state 
But these are not incorrigible chil- 
dren, ^either are they destitute and 
requiring public support, but they are 
growing up neglected, surrounded by 
vicious companions, and subject to 
evil asoaiations. Rather th.in remove 
them, it seems to me it were better 
to change the conditions surrounding 
them. Disinfect and purify the at- 
mosphere of their daily life. 
Make 


every locality morally healthy, and a 
fit place for the dweiling and rearing 
of children. Break up the slums of 
your cities, the bad lands, rat rows. 
<iiu; the filthy vice-breeding sections 
of your towns and villages. Have no 
aoi! for corruption and vileriess to take; 
root. Have no quarter that by com- 
mon consent is giren over to lawless-! 
ness, set apart and dedicated to the 
propagation of immorality and crime. 
Destroy t.h«; noxious weeds that spring 
up to choke, distort and dwarf the 
physical, intellectual and 
pacity of the children. Here it seems 
to me you -would be moving along thv' 
line of least resistance, and in 
ac- 


cordance with public sentiment, a po- 
tent factor in every effort of amend- 
ment. The family is a society and 
must be governed and the right and 
duty of governing it rests with the 
present. 


"Be slow to relieve tho parents of 


their responsibility. Hold them ac- 
countable, as far as possible, for the 
proper care and discipline of uieir chil- 
dren.

London correspondent of the New Yorfc 
Tribune, In which he handled the wiu- 
office without gloves.

C. C. Georgeeon has spent the summer 
in, the interior and along the Yukon 
valley visiting the experiment station 
established last year at Kampart, just 
outside the arctic circle, and other 
points where experiments were arrang- 
ed for 
Good gardens were found all 


along the route. Although the season 
was unusually late this year, new po- 
atoes, cabbages, cauliflowers, beets 
nnd other vegetables were ready for 
he table before the middle of August, 
antl lettuce, radishes and tnrnips grown 
n the open had been in use for some 
weeks. Flower gardens containing a 
arge variety of annuals grown from 
seed furnished last year were in full 
bloom. At tlie station at Rampart rye 
seeded the previous full wintered per- 
'ectly and was ripe In July. Spring 
seeded barley had ripened about the 
middle of August, and there was quite 
a prospect for oats and wheat to ma- 
ure. 
Extensive areas of excellent land 


were found on the lower Yukon, upon 
vhlch there was an abundant nnd of- 
cn luxuriant growth of grasses over 


feet in height. 
The abundant 


moisture and long days during the 
uiamer months account for the svsr* 
rising luxuriance of vegetation in that 
ar north region.

The latest uud rnost important ex- 


ample of concrete construction 
in 


buildings, says Cassier's Mngazlne for 
November, is fcumi Su the case of one 
of the large railway companies, whose 
shop buildings, with cue exception, 
have concrete walls and fotiu'Jntions 
and some of them also floors and roofs 
of the same composition. The general 
plan of construction was the usn.il 
one of pouring tbe concrete into molds 
built of tongued and grooved pine 
boards, special wooden frames being 
used where necessary. TUo buildings 
call to mind what was in all probabili- 
ty the earliest practical venture in this 
field, made by Mr. W. E. Ward about 
a ijuaner of a century ago and de- 
scribed by him a short time thereafter 
in a paper read before the American 
Society of Mechanical Engineers. 


llr. Ward's enterprise took the shape 


of .1 building for dwelling purposes, in 
which not only the external and in- 
ternal walls, cornices and towers were 
made of concrete, bnt all the beams, 
floors and roofs as well, re-enforced 
with light Iron beams and rods- Fnr- 
therrnore. all the closets, stairs, balco- 
nies and porticoes, with their support- 
ing columns, were molded from'the 
Bame material. The only wood la the 
whole structure was in window sashes 
and doors, with their frames, and in 
the stair rails, thus excluding every- 
thing of n combustible nature from the 
main construction; 


Indeed, it was the desire for some- 


thing of thoroughly fireproof character 
that seemed to have to a great extent 
inspired the undertaking.
